DISCUSSING HIS MENTAL CONDITION

Judge Ewing vesterday handed down an |

cpinifa granting a new tiial to Frank

in the first degree for the killing of his
step-deughter.  Nearly thres years ago
Gerade kilicd the child, whom he disliked,
by picking her up by the feet and dashing
her brains out azainst a eradle.

His counsel made insunity the defense,
A jury first passed on the question of his
sanity and found him sane. He was then
tried and convicted of murderin the first
degree. The Supreme Court granted & new
trial on the error in the Judge's chargs. A
gecond time he was convicled of murder in
1he first degree before Judge Ewing.
Kieven months ago another motion for a
new trinl was wmade and argoed, and yester-
day Judge Ewing handed down his decision
granting it. He rendered a lengthy opin-
ion, reviewing the whole case. He first
discussed exceptions filed by counsel as to
the admission of evidence and showed
that ail evidence favorable to the prisoner
had been admitted. He said:

Fairness of the Court and Jury,

*(n a review of the rulings on admission
of evidence it will be found that the Court
was very liberal in faver of defendant
Next as to the charge of the Court, the
eharge eannot be read por still more eould
it have been heard without secing that the
Court put the defendant’s evidence before
the jury in the most favorable liche,
especiaily 20 on the ouly point on whieh
there was room for any real contest. If
there was error in the charge it was oa that
tide, and in not ealling atiention to circam-
stances in evidence tending to show the
[rilontr'& sanity ut the time of the killing

‘nless the Court ehquld directly express to
the jury &a opiulon that the weight of
testimony was in favor of the defense that
the prisoner was iusane at the time of the
killing, it isdiflienlt to see how hLe eould
have a more favorable trial™

Continuing, he commented on the excel-
lence of the jury and its fuirness. He then
said: “The testimony leit no reasonabie
doubt that the detendant killed the child—
the brutal manver of the killing lelt no
room for doubt of it being willful, deliber-
ate premeditated murder if the defendast
was save.” Further, he said: “The ver-
diet necessarily includes a finding of the
sanity of the prisoner st the time of the
killing.

Goerade's Mental Health Was Poor.

“I'e charge shows the fact that the
weight or preponderance of evidenee was in
favor of the defendant on that poiat, or at
lesst that his meotal condition was such as
%oJ-revem deliberation and premeditaiion
und thus reduce the degree, It was s ques-
tion for the jury—shall the finding be set
aside?"”

Continuing, Judze Ewing reviewed the
former proecedings in the case, and snid:
“On hearing of the motion for a new trial,
Judge Slagle, who presided at the first
trial, Judge Magee, who prosided at the
second trial, and Judse MeClung, who heard
a considerable part of the lsst trial, all sat
withme. Oun consuliation each of them
tays that he would mot pgrant a
rew trial; but they umite in eay-
ing timt in  this case where the
life of the prisoner is in question the
Judge who presided at the trial must take
the resporsibility of granting or refusing a
new trial, and that he shonld be satisfied ot
the legal guilr ol the prisoner before pass.
ing seutence.” Judge Ewing then referred
to the law on insanity which places the
burden of proof as to insanity at the time
of the killing on the defendant. He zaid
the cace had given him great anxiety, and
he bad not only reviewed" the -tastimonry,
but had alss read several of the most ap-
proved modern medical treatises on the
subject of insanity with special reference to
the facts of this caze, *

The Test Not thoroagh Enongh,

those feigning insanity to eseape punisu-
ment for erime,

Judge Ewing next raviewed the eirenm-
riances testified to vs to Gerade’s condition
before the killing and while in jail since.
He said that on the trial the question arose
ia hie mind it before the killing Gerade had
bheen sane, but sick, weuk and irritable
That he in that condition, in a passion,
killed the ebild, and then secinz the Lor-
ried consequences of his act, bad from the
sudden shock and reaction became at once
demented, i. ¢., without intellect, or will,or
mental power, whaisoever.

Lelieves the Prisoner Was Insane,

This impression, the Court said, was
greatly strengthened on reading authorities
on the subject, He reviewed a nuwmber of
treatises on the subject. Tn conclusion he
#aid his belief was that the preponderance
of testimony was that the defendsat was in-
exne. Had he the power he would sentence
him to imprisonment for life, but he was
not willing, with his opinion as to the facts,
to sentence him to death. A concluiing
sentence said that this opinion was written
over nine months ago, and, after a fuil con-
sideration, he had been unable to come to a
diflerent conclusion. A pew trial would
tiereiore be granted.
